of the Governor’s Goal Council 5 - Cloud Operations committee work relating to desktops and asset management. Based on
the modules selected, the solution satisfies several of the Center for Internet Security (CIS) Top 20 Critical Security Controls
as well as will identifying opportunities for cost savings through software license reclamation.

The Arizona Department of Health Services (DHS) is seeking to implement the COVID19 Vaccine Point of Dispensing (POD)
